INFORMATION  CONCERNING  UNITED  STATES 
CITIZENSHIP  AND  REPATRIATION 


1,  Persons  in  Poland  claiming  American  citizenship 
who  desire  to  be  repatriated  are  first  requested  to  com¬ 
plete  a  form  questionnaire  and  return  it  to  the  Consular 
Section  of  the  American  Embassy  at  Warsaw,  This  form  is 
not  a  passport  application  and  is  only  a  preliminary  step 
in  considering  each  case.  The  procedure  is  generally 
applicable  to  persons  who  have  made  no  effort  previously 
to  establish  their  claim  to  American  citizenship, 

2*  Following  the  receipt  of  a  completed  question¬ 
naire,  an  applicant  is  invited  to  appear  at  the  Embassy 
to  execute  a  formal  application  for  passport,  the  date 
of  the  appointment  being  determined  by  the  time  of  the 
applicant's  initial  appearance  at  this  office  or  by  the 
date  of  his  first  communication.  This  method  of  making 
appointments  is  essential,  owing  to  the  presence  in 
Poland  of  many  thousands  of  persons  claiming  American 
citizenship  who  wish  to  be  repatriated. 

After  formal  applications  for  passports  have 
been  completed  and  accepted,  the  Embassy  conducts  an 
investigation  in  each  case  in  order  to  verify  the  appli¬ 
cant  ?s  identity  and  to  determine  whether  he  may  have 
lost  his  American  citizenship  by  having  committed  cer¬ 
tain  acts. 

4.  At  such  time  as  an  applicant’s  citizenship  is 
/established  and  the  issuance  of  a  passport  is  approved, 

I  the  Embassy  informs  each  applicant  of  the  steps  he 
should  take  to  obtain  an  exit  permit  to  enable  him  to 
leave  Poland,  These  permits  are  now  issued  by  the 
Citizens  Militia  of  the  community  where  the  applicant 
resides,  and  applicants  should  expect,  in  addition  to 
the  time  required  by  the  Embassy  to  verify  a  claim  to 
citizenship,  to  wait  several  months  be  'ore  exit  permits 
are  granted  to  them. 
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5.  If  the  applicant  is  a  woman  who  is  or  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  a  Polish  national,  she  may  also  possess  Polish 
citizenship  according  to  Polish  law.  The  Polish  Govern¬ 
ment  in  such  cases  is  generally  not  disposed  to  issue 
exit  permits,  and  the  Embassy  is  unable  to  predict  when 
such  dual  national  women,  including  wives,  divorcees  and 
widows,  may  be  able  to  obtain  permission  to  leave  Poland. 
Thu  Embassy,  nevertheless,  exerts  every  effort  to  assist 
such  women  in  leaving  Poland. 

6.  When  exit  permits  are  granted,  the  Embassy 
extends  all  ap^ropraite  assistance  to  the  applicants 
concerned  in  connection  with  their  travel  to  the  United 
States.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of 
State  and  other  agencies,  the  Embassy  arranges,  when  a 
sufficient  number  of  repatriates  are  prepared  to  leave 
Poland,  for  special  ships  to  call  at  the  Port  of  Gdynia 
to  transport  them  to  the  United  States.  In  cases  of 
necessity,  the  Embassy  is  prepared  to  accept  promissory 
notes  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  applicants'  transporta¬ 
tion,  and  when  it  appears  that  repatriation  may  be 
expected  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State  may  request  the  interested  person  in  the 
United  States,  if  he  has  not  already  done  so,  to  deposit 
sufficient  funds  for  this  purpose.  Although  it  is  not 
always  possible  to  determine  the  means  of  transportation 
which  may  be  available,  nor  the  passage  rates,  the 
amount  of  $300  is  generally  deposited  for  an  adult 
person,  $150  for  a  child  under  ten  years  and  $50  for  an 
infant  under  one  year. 

7.  The  Embassy  is  informed  that  the  Gdynia-America 
Line,  with  offices  at  32  Pearl  Street,  New  York,  oper¬ 
ates  a  regular  passenger  service  between  Gdynia  and  New 
York.  The  American  ^cantic  Line,  with  offices  at  5 
Broadway,  New  York,  operates  a  regular  freight  service 
to  Gdynia  with  accommodations  for  a  limited  number  of 
passengers.  Ships  of  other  services  from  time  to  time 
call  at  Polish  ports  or  at  ports  in  Scandinavian  coun¬ 
tries  to  which  connections  from  Poland  are  available. 

If  travel  facilities  on  any  commercial  line  are  booked 
for  prospective  repatriates,  information  concerning  such 
arrangements  should  be  communicated  promptly  to  the 
applicant  and  to  the  Embassy.

General  Problem  of  Claimants  to  American  Citizenship 


Eecause  of  the  abnormal  conditions  still  existing  at 
Warsaw,  the  Embassy  has  net  yet  been  able  to  obtain  suffi¬ 
cient  office  facilities  of  personnel  to  enable  the  Consu¬ 
lar  Section  to  liquidate  the  vast  number  of  citizenship  and 
repatriation  cases  which  accumulated  during  G  years  of  war. 
Eetween  15,000  end  20,000  claimants  to  American  citizenship 
have  requested  the  Embassy  for  an  opportunity  to  execute 
formal  applications  for  American  passports  and  to  apply  for 
repatriation  assistance .  As  the  Embassy  is  able  at  present 
to  grant  only  50  appointments  daily  for  execution  of  formal 
passport  applications,  you  will  readily  understand  why  the 
Embassy  has  found  it  necessary  from  the  very  beginning  to 
grant  appointments  tc  claimants  for  passports  according  to 
the  chronological  order  of  their  appearance  or  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  Embassy.  At  present  the  Embassy  is  granting

My  dear  Mr,  Miller: 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  4,  1948 
expressing  your  interest  in  the  citizenship  case  of 
Jan  Roman  who  desires  to  join  his  uncle,  Marian  Gajevski, 
of  Hartford,  Connecticut. 

*  I  have  examined  the  records  in  the  case  and  find 
that  Mr.  Roman’s  American  citizenship  has  already  been 
established,  and  on  January  5,  1948  the  Embassy  requested 
the  Polish  authorities  to  issue  an  cxit  permit  in  his 
behalf. 

Mr.  Roman,  as  in  the  case  of  so  many  other  appli¬ 
cants,  is  a  dual  national  by  reason  of  his  birt>  in  the 
United  States  of  Polish  parents.  The  nresent  Polish 
government  has  inaugurated  a  policy  of  absolute  non¬ 
recognition  of  dual  nationality,  and  the  authorities  here 
consider  Mr.  Roman  to  be  a  Polish  citizen  only.  As  such 
he  will  not  be  permitted  to  leave  Poland. 

Although  the  Embassy  is  exerting  every  effort  to 
enable  these  citizens  to  return  to  the  United  States, 
it  is  most  unlikly  at  the  present  time  that  any  of  them 
will  be  able  to  leave  Poland. 

I  regret  being  unable  to  furnish  you  encouraging 
information  but  hope  that  my  letter  may  serve  to  clarify 
Mr.  Roman's  status.
